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Marked declines in the mortality from tuberculosis and influenza 
and pneumonia were a large factor in the improvement noted in the 
total mortality. Tuberculosis, which caused 13.9 per cent of the 
deaths in 1920, showed a death rate 14 per cent less than that for 1.919, 
and 40 per cent less than that for' 1911. Mortality from influenza- 
pneumonia was 27 per cent lower in 1920 than in 1919, despite the 
sharp return of the disease in the early months of the year. 

Mortality from Bright 's disease declined 27 per cent from the 
figures registered in 1911, and 5.6 per cent from those for 1919. Ac- 
cording to the records of the company, the most pronounced declines 
in the mortality from this disease have occurred since 1917.
